The town is under no moral obliga- 
tion to purchase the electric light 


plant. ] 

The directors of the company in 
January when they approached the 
council made full use of the argument 
that having edtablished the lighting 
system at an early stage of the town’s 
history when the future was uacer- 
tain and dividends in the prospective 
distance they were entitled to seme 
consideration by the council. This ar- 
gument was backed by the statement 
that no dividends have been declared 
by the company, the total earnings 
of the system having been invested in 
extensions to the plant. 

The flabbiness of such argument is 
readily upparent. The Electric Light 
Co. established the lighting system for 
the philanthropic purpose of making 
money! Dufing the past tem yearp 
the company have been protected by 
an exclusive franchise and have en- 
joyed the opportunities of a monopoly. 
That the town has been unusually 
patient in insisting on its rights in 
matter of the light furnished has been 
evidenced by the nature of the light 
supplied. If under such circumstances 
the Electric Lighting Co. have failed 
to make money they may credit their 
failure to the bungling method in 
which they have handled a splendid ap- 
portunity. Had the company install- 
ed an efficient plant and reduced the 
charges for lighting below the high 
level of coal oil expense the financial 
history of the company would have 
been difiecent. To now approach the 
towa and ask protection from the nat- 
ural results of their mistakes is an 
attitude which if assumed by any mer- 
chant or private citizen would be rid- 
iculed. 

The purchase of the iighting system, 
if made, should be on the basis of ghe 
present and actual value of the plant, 
not on the seutimental basis of the

arrived in the city yesterday. The 
east train came ia two sections, the 
first being composed of twelve 
coaches, the second being composed 
oi eighteen coaches. The urain 
brought in 528 settlers from Ontario, 
bouud for points as far west as Vic- 
toria, B. C., and north and south over 
the whole west. The train is said to 
be the longest one which has arrived 
in the city with pasengers. The 
heavy traflic caused the trains to ar- 
Tive in the city very late, The set- 
tlers are a good sample of the aver- 
age Ontario farmer, and are bringing 
several train loads of settlers’ effects 
to the west. 

The immigration officials here put 
in a busy day yesterday giving in- 
formation to the new-comers, who are 
eager for information with regard to 
their new homes. A great many fam- 
ilies came on the excursion and are 
en route to homes which have been 

repared for them by fathers, hus- 
ants and brothers, who arrived on 
a previous occasion. 

One of the arrivals from near 
Guelph, speaking to a reporter, stated 


that a number from that district 
came on tse last excursion, and re- 
ported so favorably on the country 


and the weather here that many more 
will come. In his mind, the only de- 
plorable circumstance was that On- 
pario might become depleted. Land 
in Ontario, he said, was high in price 
but the heavy exodus into this coun- 
try would have no effect on that. It 
was his opinion that as Manitoba 
would ‘become better known land 
would go up in value and in 
the next few years both Ontario 
and Manitoba would fill up and become 
better developed, and thus benefit the 
Dominion at farge. He was surprised 


at the large number coming to the west 
and predicted a great future for Can- 
ada, as a wheat producing country. He 


| 
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considered that the majority of those 
coming into the west, judging by their 
conversation ou the train, would be 
greatly surprised at the weather and 
other favorable conditions prevailing 
here. 

Beside cettlers arriving from _ the 
east over the Canadian Pacific railway, 
colonists epntinus te pour into the 
country, over the “Soo” line at Port- 
al, and over the Canadian Northern 
railway here.

The Woes of the Auditor-General. 


The auditor-general prefaces his an- 
nual report with the following re- 
marks; 


“T complain again as I have com- 
plained before that’the opppsition of 
the day seems to think that norisk is 
run in allowing the government to dio 
as it is greatly tempted to do by the 
demands of its friends and by the ill- 
informed opinions of the Department 
of Justice. there being nothing more 
in its way than the slight obstacle 
of an unsuppotted auditor. 


“Talk of the opposition being weak 
in numbers and without experience! 
One member, even if he had. never been 
in the house before, but had once 
grasped the view that the money with 
which we all deal is no more tbhesprop- 
erty of the government than it is that 
of the humblest taxpayer in the land, 
would have no difficulty in making it 
clear to parliament and to the people 
that not a dollar should be allowed to 
a claimant of public funds until after 
it had been earned in the same way 
that money is earned from a private 
individual. One can, however, easily 
see that it is quite absurd to dopven 
as is done in Eng)and, make a comp- 
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troller and auditor-general bominal- ! 


ly independent of the government, and 
the treasury board (the government 
in another name); the chancellor of ths 
exchequer, who is the British finance 
minister, being the ruler of the board 
which makes decisions that the comp- 
troller agd/ auditor-general arceptisy 
without a murmur, Hopes of an 
awakening of the British audit office 
may be cherished from the recollection 
that in Sir Wm. Dunbar's time it was 
not thus. He was willing to stand up 
for his own opinion when he had the 
law of the land supporting him.” 


Marine and Fisheries. 


Irom the annual departmental re- 
port; 

“The amount expended on the var- 
ious oranches of the public service 
comprised in the marine branch of this 
dppartiment, during the fiscal year 
ended June 30 gfast, was $967,484.01, 
the expenditure for the previous year 
was $919,616.94, not including expendi- 
ture for civil government. The ex- 
penditure for civil government for the 
fiscal year ended June 30 last, was 
$58,699.32, and for civil government 
contingencies, $10,077.63. It wil thus 
be seen that the expenditure for the 
various),bryoches of the marine branch 
and for civil government was $1,036,- 
260.96. The fisheries expenditure 
amounted to $491,569.57, total $1,527,- 
830.53. 

“The amount voted by parliament 
for the different branches of the de- 
partment of marine and fisheries, in- 
cluding fisheries and the departmental 
salaries was $1,742,771.46, it will thus 
be seen that the expenditure for the 
fiscal yeac was $214,940.87 less than 
the amount voted by parliament. 

“The whole number of persons in the 
outside service of the marire branch, 
including crews of fishery and marine 
steamers’ at the date of this report is 
1.941. 

* ‘During the past fiscal year the ex- 
penditure for maintenance of lights 
and coast service amounted tot ‘$505 )- 
436.08; construction, $73,376.08; total 
maintenance and construction, $578,- 
812,72; while for the previous year the 
expenditure for lighthouse and coast 
service, including construction was 
$516,494.40; showing an increase of ex- 
penditure for the year ending June 30 
last, of $62,318.32. 

“The appropriation for this service 
was $713,310, the expenditure being! 
$134,497.28 less than the appropriation 
of parliament for the fiscal yean. 

“The total number of casualties to 
EBritishand Vanadian per eone vessels 
reported to the depariment, as having 
occurred in Canadian waters and to 
Canadian sea-going vessels in waters 
other than those of Canada, during 
the twelve months ended June 30, 1901, 
was 136, representing a tonnage of 
47,181 tons register, and the amount 
of loss both partial and total, to ves- 
sels and cargoes as far as ascertained 
was $285,782. The number of casual- 
ties to inland vessels so far as have 
been: reported were slight and unim- 
portant . The number of lives report- 
ed lost in connection with the cscual- 
ties was 126.” 

“The total number of steamboats 
reported in the several districts in the 
Dominion is 1,536, of this number 116 
are new vessels, the gross tonnage be- 
ing 255,573.72. Fees were collected for 
inspection amourting to $33,815.37; the 
fees from er ugineers for certificates 
amounted to $1,032, and fees for, in- 
spection of to wharges to $120, mak- 
ing the total receipts from steamboat 
inspection and engineer’s certificates, 
$34,967.37, but out of thi‘y -almount re~ 
funds were made amounting to $1,- 
090,80, making the net receipts $32,- 
876.57. The net receipts to the cRedit 
of the fund for the previous year 
amounted to $33,822.01.” 

“The returns show that the total 
number of cattle shipped from Mon- 
treal for [European ports during the 
season of 1901 was 73,793, a decrease 
of 18,389 from 1900. The total number 
of sheep shipped during the same time 
was 54,538 an increase of 19,700 over 
the shipments of 1900. The number 
of horses shipped from. Moutreal idutr- 
ing 1901 was being 1,495 less than 
last year . From St. John, N. B., 11,- 
836, cattle, 13,304 sheep and 229 horses 
were shipped during the past year. 
From Halifax, 59 cattle were shipped. 
The total number of United States cat- 
tle shipped from Canada was 7,317. In 
addition to this 6,048 horses were/ship- 
ped from Canada to South Africa. To- 
tal from all these ports for (European 
ports, 85,686 cattle, 67,842 sheep and 
7,615 horses, not including the United 
States cattle in bond.

To Inspect Canadian Meat. 


A report has reached the agriculture 
department to the effect that thecity 
of Glasgow is about to pass a by- -law 
making compulsory: a miscrosapical 
examination of all meats of animals 
imported from Canada for food pur- 
poses. A similar law is now enforced 
by the United States with respect to 
British and other foreign meats. . The 
firm sending the report to the depart- 
ment states that shonld such a law be 
enforced in Glaggow, it will greatly 
injure and hinder the progress of their 
trade and they ask that steps be taken 
to prevent such action. The minister 
has commwnicnted with Glasgow im 
order to ascertain the exact situation 
and if possible he will endeavor to have 
any such steps prevented There is 
little doubt that such a law would 
seriously injure ane deter panes 


trade. 


A Noted Lady Gone. 


A Toronto despatch of March 12th, 
Says; Mrs. Ross, wife of the 
premier, died suddenly this morning. 
Details of Mrs. Ross’s death are 
meagre. It is simply announced that 
she died of heart failure. She had 
just returned from Ottawa, where 


she had been attending sessional 
gaicties. The legislature met this 
morning at li, but immediately ad- 
journei after graceful tributes to 
the miemory of the deceased lady 
from Mr. Gibson and Mr. Whitney. 
The sorrow at Mrs. Ross’s death is 
universal, especially among politi- 
cians who knew what a help she was 
to her husband. It is believed that 
as a result of the bereavement Mr. 
Ross will retire and that Mr. Gibson 
will lead the liberal forces in the 
coming general election. “4

One of the most important acts of 
the Manitoba legislature was the 
granting of further aid to the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway Company to 
assist in the construction of certain 
branch lines in Manitoba. The com- 

any was granted a guarantee of 

nds to the extent of $8,000 per mile, 
amounting to a total of $1,576,000. 
This amount, however, is not all an 
additiona! liability upon the province. 
The sum of $880,000 is a transfer of 
guarantee from another proposed 
Canadian Northern Railway line to 
branch lines in Manitoba. Under a 
former act the company was given a 
guarantee fora certain road to be built 
beyond the northern boundary of the 

rovince. | This included a proposed 
ranch to the North Saskatchewan 
river. This guarantee has been trans- 
ferred to new branch lines within the 
province, as stated, aud from a pro- 
vincial point of view, is a gam to that 
extent. The sum of $696,000 is an in- 
crease in the liability of the province, 
for which new branch railways have 
been or will be secured.

In regard to the combine and the 
grain bill, jet me say this; It has al- 
ready been said, and I back up what 
was said, that in order to breek the 
combine it is necessary to have ab- 
solute freedom in the delivery of grain 
to flat warehouses and. directly to the 
railway cars. 

Some hon. members. Hear, hear. 

Mr. Oliver. There is no other way 
whereby the combine can be broken. 
A combine exists. That combine is 
skinning the farmers of the Northwest 
to-day to the extent of from three 
ceots to ten cents a bushel on their 
wheat. I ask you, is that a condition 
to be submitted to by this parliament 
and by this country? It is not a sec- 
matter. It is not something 
that we beg for from the House or 
from this country? It is not at some 
one else’s cost. We are only asking 
for bare justice and that we be not 
robbed in our own house. We are ask- 
ing for nothing but the most ordinary 
protection to our ordinary rights. The 
tact that so many small warehouses 
have been built in the different towns 
along the line for the temporary hold- 
ing of the farmers’ grain, or any oth- 
evidence that is necessary, of the prop- 
riety of permitting the erection of such 
warehouses at switches on the rail- 
way right of way, for the prompt load- 
ing of th efarmers’ grain, or any oth- 
er man’s grain, who desires to load 
it there. The question at issue in the 
grain bill when it was up, was whe- 
ther the company’s right ot way should 
be taken from them, so to speak, for 
the purpose of allowing thse flat 
warehouses to be built. I say that 
the company’s right of way was giv- 
en to them for the purpose of carry- 
ing on their business as common car- 
riers, and that when, and whenever, 
it is necessary that the right of way 
should be used for the purpose of fa- 
cilitating the business they are en- 
gaged in—for the purpose of enabling 
the better sbipment of products on 
the railroad—then, and then always, 
the right of way is entitled to befused 
for that purpose. There is no confis- 
cation; there is no trespass in the mat- 


ter. e 
We ask then that this government 
shall take such measures as may be 


necessary, and without delay, to se- 
cure the breaking of the blockade in 
the grain business of the Northwest 
We ask that the grain combine be 
broken by insisting on the spirit as 
well as the letter of the grain act; 
compelling the railroad company tio 
permit the erection of flat warehouses 
on, their right of way for firect ship- 
ment to the cars, and compelling 
them to accept grain from anybody 
who offers it by any means he may 
choose to offer it. That is the inher- 
ent right of the cilizen, that is alljwe 
ask. As was said by my hon. friend 
from West Assiniboia (Mr. Scott) mat- 
ters have got into a very serious state 
when it is possible for a railway com- 
set aside an act of 
parliament as they have done once and 
again. this winter, by issuing orders to 
their employees to refuse cars to any- 
body but elevator men in certain cases. 
Now, Mr. Speaker, I just want to 
emphasize the point, that in bringing 
this matter to the attention of the 
House, we are doing it not as section- 
alists, but as nationalists: We gre 
asking neither money nor favor from 
anybody. We demand our elemen- 
tary rights as citizens of this coun- 
try and as producers, to get the best 
returns the world’s markets faltowl 
from the result of our year’s labor.

The town council met in regular ses- 
sion Wednesday evening, present the 
mayor and Councillors Morris, Good- 
ridge, Heiminck, Henry and Gallagher.

From F. T. Fisher asking permission 
to erect a lean-to to the present store 
building of the H. B. Co to beiused ps 
a bonded warehouse, without metal 
covering the present building. 

From, F. Oliver, M. P., notifying the 
council of the appointment of Mr. 
Scott as resident judge at Edmonton. 

The police were instructed to warn 
W. Calder to leave town, and in the 
event of non-compliance, to proceed 
against the family. 

The salary of the Police Magistrate 
was increased to $40 per month 

It was decided to send the Com- 
missioner of Immigration 500 copies 
ot the Bulletin pamphiet, express pre- 
paid. me 

The request of Mr. Fisher on behalf 
of the Hudson’s Bay Co., was granted. 

A petition was read asking for a 
sidewalk On Queen’s avenue. The pe- 
tition was referred back to the peti- 
tioners, they being requested to make 
alterations :n the same. The

Board of Works were authorized to 
call for tenders when such changes 


were made. 

A delegation from the committee of 
the Public Library waited on the 
counci) asking that some financial aid 
be granted to the institution. Rev. 
D. G. McQueen acted as spokesman of 
the delegation. The amount asked for 
was $200, the rent for the ensuing 
year. The maiter was laid over un- 
til the next meeting. 

The solicitoy repnrted concerntig 
the arrangements made for a settle- 
ment with Mr. Barker of h's claim for 
damages. Instructions were given for 
the issn} of a Cheque for $10Winffevor 
of Mr. Barker. 

Councillor Mierminck advocated the 
opening up and clearing of certain 
streets and the straightening of oth- 
pus. Mayor Short and Councillors 
Heiminck and Henty were appointed 
a committee to investigate the mat- 
ter. The solicitor was instructed to 
secure the necessary legislation to en- 
able the town to close and dispose of 
certain streets.
